DOVLESTOWN. 


In view of the prevalence of small-pox 


in Philadelphia the local Board of Health 
at its meeting last week advised that peo- 
ple generally be vaccinated. The secre- 
tary reported six deaths and seven births 
during September. 


The local newspapers have been discus- 


sing the bridge question during the past 
few days with special reference & the su- 
periority of stone bridges. The subject is 
one in which the whole county is interest- 
ed. There is no question but that the old 
stone bridgas of our grandfathers were a 
far more economical investment in the 
long imi than the modern iron structures. 
Some of these old bridges have withstood 
tbe storms and floods of a century and are 
still mtatt, whereas the iron bridge is for- 
ever needing repairs in the way of paint 
and planks. 


On Sunday, the close of the Jewish 


harvest festival, or Succoth, as it is 
termed, the founders and patrons of the 
National Farm School celebrated the occa- 
sion by visiting the institution. An inter- 
esting programme was carried out, the 
chief feature of which was the address of 
Dr. Krauskopf, founder and president. He 
spoke of the discontent in the field of la- 
bor in which the Jew is concerned, with its 
sweat shops and unrequited toil and de- 
privation, and urged that this, above all 
times, is the period in which the Hebrew 
should turn his attention to agriculture. 
It would mean, he said, the physical and 
moral redemption of his race. 


At a meeting of the School Board held 


Monday evening the matter of appointing 
a tiuant or attendance officer was discuss- 
ed. The Board will decide the matter fin- 
ally at a special meeting. 
The purpose is 


to have the provisions of the compulsory 
education law complied with. Tbe pat- 
rons of the school will also be asked to 
have their children vaccinated owing to 
the prevalence of small-pox in Philadel- 
phia and vicinity. The Board accepted 
the proffer of a flag from the Daughters of 
Liberty. The presentation will take place 
Saturday evening, when Hon. Robert M. 
Yardley, member of the Board, will deliv- 
er the speech of acceptance. 


The constantly increasing bills of the 


Children's Aid Society have frequently 
been a subject of discussion with taxpay- 
ers who are interested in the management 
of the County Home. At the annual meet- 
ing of the Society last Friday it was re- 
ported that more children had been re- 
ceived from the Directors of the Poor dur- 
ing the past year than upon any previous 
occasion. The total number in care of the 
Society is 57. Of these 27 are in free 
homes and 30 boarding. The statement of 
the treasurer was as follows:

in consequence of the finding of the 


Coroner's jury in the case of Samuel 
Young, who wa* found dead in a public 
road north of town last week, a warrant 
was sworn out Thursday for the arrest of 
Harry McCord, barkeeper at tfie Cross 
Keys Hotel, where Toung had obtained the 
liquor that led to his death by a fall from 
his wagon. McCord was charged with in- 
voluntary manslaughter and furnishing 
liquor to persons ot known intemperate 
habits and to those visibly affected. The 
proprietors of the hotel are Robert Seattle 
and wife, formerly of Philadelphia, who 
took possession but a few weeks ago. Mc- 
Cord is also a stranger in the community 
and did not know that Young and his com- 
panion, Elwood Youells, were in the pro- 
hibited class, One witness' testified that 
the men were so drunk when they left the 
hotel that they had to be assisted in get- 
ting into their wagon. The case is likely 
to attract as much attention as did the 
Larsen affair, at Jamison. Another con- 
sequence of Young's death was the return 
'for violations of the liquor laws made to 
the court on Monday by Constable Huteh- 
inson, of Buckingham, involving Frank 
Deemer, of the Ottaway House, and John 
R. Righter, both hotel keepers at Centre- 
viile, where Young and Youella spent a 
portion of the day upon which Young met 
his death. 


A rather interesting equity proceeding 


took place before Judge Yerkes on Mon- 
day. 
It was instituted by citizens of 


Rockhill against the Rockbill Industrial 
Company. The company obtained a char- 
ter to quarry and crack stone and leased 
barren land in a sparsely settled portion of 
the township. Instead of conducting a 
stone breaking plant they set up machin- 
ery to break steel, the principal agent be- 
ing dynamite. Huge blocks of steel were 
sent to the works from Bethlehem and the 
Midvale works, which were blasted into 
fragments weighing from one to four tons. 
The neighbors complained that missiles 
were hurled in all directions, endangering 
their lives and property. They asked that 
the company be restrained from operating 
the plant. The company claimed that all 
danger had been eliminated by the Con- 
struction of a new pit In which the steel 
is blasted. A great many witnesses were 
called by both sides. The steel is placed 
in a pit eight or ten feet deep, covered 
with heavy timber* and then the dynamite 
is applied. Before the new pit cover was 
devised large missiles were thrown a great 
distance at times. The court directed that 
the defendant company take such precau- 
tion as would prevent a recurrence of this. 
John C. Swartiey, Esq., represented the 
plaintiffs, who were property owners. Grim 
and Grim, of Doylestown, and W. H. Lar- 
sselere, of Norrlstown, represented the 
company.

The 8<-hloy Court of Inquiry Is still In 


session end it Is doubtful if the court's 
labors mil be ended for several weeks. 
The deductions thus tar made have been 
of little service In estimating the value of 
the charijes filed against Admiral Schley. 
The naval officers who have been sum- 
moned as witnesses, at Important points 
In the Investigation have suffered from 
lapses of memory. Logs that have been 
Introduced as evidence have been declared 
to be ln< orreot. The charge that while 
Schley was blockading Santiago that he 
retired I wenty miles to soa at night has 
been disproved. The really serious charge 
which romains against tho Admiral, and 
which has not been satisfactorily cleared 
is his disregard of Department orders and 
the retrograde movement in turning tow- 
ard Key West ostensibly for coal, while 
the evidence thus far introduced shows 
that hit ships had an abundant supply, 
and even If there had been a shortage the 
weather conditions were such that he could 
coal nt iea. It has been also shown to the 
Court that Schley personally directed the 
battle, una the guns of the fleet battle 
ships wore flred according to his direc- 
tions. 


Whatever may have been the "repre- 


hensiblo conduct" of Admiral Schley be- 
fore tho battle, in the eyes of the Navy 
bureau, his conduct In action should 
absolve him from all criticism. 


The oattle of Santiago stands out prom- 


inently as one of the greatest victories in 
naval history. Every American ship in 
that engagement did honor to the flag that 
has ne\er been lowered in conflict. 
The 


spectacle of the Government of the Onit- 
ed States, as represented by the Navy De- 
partment, bringing witnesses in the en- 
deavor to make a coward out of a man who 
has devoted his life to the cause of bw coun- 
try with honor and distinction is an exem- 
plification of the Ingratitude of republics.

There is a faint sug- 
gestion that the 8ul ra of Turkey, who 
hat been comelled tc pay an Indemnity of 
$100,000 to the United States Government, 
through the abduction of Miss Stone may 
recoup the amount he was compelled to pay 
this country. 


r<muorutic intriguers Admiral Sohley has 
been goaded into a call for a court of in- 
vestigation, and thus bringing the case 
into a prominence that is deplored by per- 
sons who have honor and respect for brave 
aad patriotic defenders of the flag. The 
Brooklyn Eagle sums up the personal 
characteristics of the two chief figures 
that the trial brings so prominently be- 
fore the public:

THE REOISTRATiON AMENDMENT.; 
Govenor Stone, in hi* address before a 


large Republican meeting in Pittsburg re- 
cently took a favorable view as to the pro- 
bable adoption of the Begistration Amend- 
ment which will come before the people 
for their approval at the November elect- 
ion. 


The Registration Amendment is one of 


the two proposed Constitutional Amend- 
ments that were passed for the second 
time at the last preceding session of the 
Legislature. The Amendments, however, 
must now receive the approval of the people 
at large, by a popular vote, before they 
become operative. 
While neither of these 


Amendments, even though approved at the 
November election, will work any im- 
mediate change in the election laws of the 
State, they prepare the way for future 
legislation at the succeeding sessions of 
the Legislature. 


The Registration Amendment, which was 


approved by Governor Stone in his Pitts- 
burg speech, was introduced in the Legis- 
lature at the request of the Union Com- 
mittee for the Promotion of Ballot Reform 
and the Merit System in Pennsylvania. 
Its purpose is to open the way for the en- 
action of personal registration laws, as the 
method best adapted for the prevention 
of much of the fraud which has been ram- 
pant in the conduct of elections, especially 
in the larger cities of the State. 


In his reference to the Registration 


Amendment, Governor Stone said: 


' Let me say a word about the two Con- 


stitutional Amendments to be voted upon 
this fall. I felt constrained to withhold 
my approval from them two years ago. 
They are now before the people for adop- 
tion or rejection. 


"One provides for registration of voters 


in cities. I find that a good many Repub- 
licans favor the adoption of this Amend' 
ment. While I doubt that it will result 
in the reforms claimed for it, still it is a 
matter for the people to settle at the polls. 
So far as I know, It will meet with no 
serious opposition in Republican circles.' 


Empire and Keystone State political 


ethics ran along divergent lines. In New 
York Oitr fusion has been accomplished 
between the regular Republican organiza- 
tion and the "respectable" element of the 
Democratic party and a mixed municipal 
ticket has been placed in the field. There 
stalwart Republican voters are told of the 
beauties and blessings of fusion.

Senator Platt is 
for fusion In Democratic New York City, 
bat in the State it can be depended upon 
that he favors the "straight" ticket.

that it can discern no wisdom in the efforts 
of sundry newspaper contributors to be- 
little Judge Yerkes' candidacy for the 
Supreme bench.

fO ABOLISH "PASSES." 


In nearly every State in the Union it 


has been the custom for the railroad com- 
panies to issue railroad passes to members 
of tho State Legislatures. 
The practice 


is, in reality, a petty form of bribery, on 
tne part of the transportation companies. 
By extending the valuable courtesies to 
the law-makers it is undoubtedly intend- 
ed to influence the action of the members 
in cages that may have a bearing upon 
the companies' interests. A singular fea- 
ture of the "pass" business is that no 
matter how ardent a reformer a member 
of the Legislature may be; no matter how 
loud and eloquently he may plead for the 
suppression and eradication of corruption 
It Is seldom found that there is any com- 
punrtioons of conscience against the rid- 
ing over the State upon a pass furnished 
by the railroad company and then putting 
in a bill and drawing money from the State 
treasury for mileage. 


The pass evil has grown to such an ex- 


tent in Pennsylvania that members of tht> 
Legislature and politicians in control of 
organizations, are given passes by the 
hundreds. 


The practice of issuing passes has reac-v 


ed such proportions that the railroad com- 
panies are considering the calling of a 
halt. A sub-committee representing all 
of Vie railroads in the Trunk Line Asso- 
ciation, the Central Traffic Association and 
the Western Passenger Association met in 
New York on Tuesday, October 8, and vot- 
ed to recommend the complete abolition 
of the free pass system to take effect Jan- 
uary 1 next. The recommendation framed 
by the committee will be submitted to 
the associations represented for ratification. 
The action of the committee was nnani- 
moas and the general sentiment among 
the railroad men is said to be in favor of 
the step recommended. 
It is proposed to 


stop the practice of issuing railroad pass- 
es, and no exceptions are to be made, ac- 
cording to the recommendation 
adopted. 


There are to be no exchanges of annual 
passes between Presidents* and other lead- 
ing officers of railroads. No trip passes 
are to be Issued for political, business or 
other reasons, and the thousands of fami- 
ly passes issued to minor officers of rail- 
roads are to be discontinued. 


The Crime at Buffalo. 


The crime committed at Buffalo was a 


blow struck at the very life of our rep- 
resentative government,

The "Helen" Wins. 


What IB believed to be one of tho most 


exciting races that ever took place on the 
Delaware occured Sunday between the 
Bristol boats Helen, Phebe and Olympia. 
The starting point was on a line between 
Dr. Abbot, yacht and Burlington Island 
Park wharf. The course extended down 
around Fran* F. Bell's launch, the Helen 
Bell, at Beverly wharf and back to the 
starting point. The yachts manoevered 
for the start and at the blowing of the 
whistle presented a beautiful appearance 
as they crossed the line abreast. The wind 
was blowing half a gale, and it soon be- 
came apparent to onlookers and the crews 
of the respective boats that tne Helen and 
Olympia were carrying too much sail. But 
the mistake could not be rectified and the 
boats Btood down the river each fighting 
hard to the windward. 
Midway between 


Burlington and Beverly, the Phebe passed 
the Helen, not being handicapped by such 
a large spread of sail,tho Helen carrying so 
much that she took in water throughout 
the beat down. 
The Olympia being no 


longer able to bear up under her Intense 
spread of canvas "hove to" and took in 
another reef, the time consumed doing 
this leaving her in the lurch. The Phebe 
rounded the stake boat with the Helen 
gallantly laboring after her about 200 yards 
behind . Then came the exciting struggle 
borne before the wind. The Phebe being 
ahead "hailed" to, shook out her reef and 
headed nwiftly away for home. 
After the 


Helen rounded the .take boat time was so 
important n factor in the home stretch 
that she did not attempt to come up in 
the wind and shake out the reef, but one 
of the crew, WinQeld Black, heroically

Splendid Financial Report.

The batile of Dettingen, In Bav«ria, on 


the 10th CJTth O. S.) June, 1743, between 
the Biitish, Hanoverian and Hessian 
troops (52,000 men), under command of 
George II and the French troops (60,000 
men), under Marshal Noailles, which re- 
sulted In the victory of the allied troops, 
was the last occasion on which an Eng- 
lish king fought on the battlefield.

On the morning of the battle the king

leu," said an observant oltUen who had 
Just scanned one of the comic papers, 
"and 
I have been conducting a quiet lit- 


tle autographic study with tbe human 
face as the basis. 1 have come to the 
conclusion that the American face is not 
distinctive in any sense of the word, or, 
H It has any distinctive feature, it It In 
the fact that there is no strong charac- 
teristic that would differentiate It from 
other face* of superior races. There U 
nothing that will call it up In the mind 
from the world's group of Caucasian 
faces. Yet this U not true of other white 
skinned races. The English face, the 
Jew face, the Irish face, the Italian face, 
the Chinese face, the Japanese face, the 
French face, the Indian face and even 
the negro face, all these have something 
about them which wllJ call up a definite 
picture In one's mind, 


"The English face Is a trifle dim In-tho 


mind's eye, and yet one may think of the 
high forehead and the high cheek bones. 
The French face la distinctive. The Ital- 
ian face, while not strongly portrayed in 
the mind's picture, Is yet definite enough. 
The Jew face is easily differentiated, and 
one may say the same of the Irish face. 
Memory may allghtly mix for the mo- 
ment the Chinese and the Japanese face, 
but still the line of difference is clearly 
marked. There Is Lo, the poor Indian, 
whose face one may never forget. The 
negro face 1s thoroughly distinctive. 


"But what shall one say of the Amer- 


ican face? Take this comic paper 1 have 
been scanning. And, by the way, there 
is one curious tiling about the faces 
which one may find in comic papers, a 
thing which one may call a polite slan- 
der In caricaturing. The Jew face, the 
Irish face and the African face are the 
favorites with the men who grind out 
the alleged comical pictorials. They al- 
ways make a clownish money grabber of 
the Jew, a representation as unjust as 
the old utage portrayal of Shylock or the 
Jew of Malta with his cap, his red fringe 
of whiskers, his wig and hit cringing 
mien. They were equally unjust to Pat, 
for Erin's son is ncariv always a ditcher, 
with his pick, tU pipe and his overalls, 
and the'only Justice they do him is in 
•preserving hii inimitable wit. They fill 
to do even so much for the Jew. In both 
cases the pictures show signs of having 
been mode with the meat ax on the 
butcher's block, for they preserve noth- 
ing but the grotesque abnormalities of 
the two races. And the negro—well, he 
is always hanging around the hen roost. 


"But these faces stand out merely as 


types and not as serious portrayals of the 
facial characteristics of the races to 
which they belong. They are of course 
suggestive of certain peculiarities which 
arc common to all members of the races 
represented. But they are horrible exag- 
gerations, unjust and almost criminal ex- 
aggerations, for it cannot be said that 
they are accepted with Indifference by 
persons who are prejudiced one way or 
the other. 
"But I was speaking of the American 


face, with Its lack of dlstinctlveness," 
the observant citizen continued. "The 
American face is probably peculiar in 
some ways. It Is peculiar In its cosmo- 
politanism. It is in one sense a com- 
posite face. 
It is international in one 


sense, for here and there one may find 
the traces which suggest a relation to 
this, that or the other race. It may be a 
line or a ligament bequeathed by an 
early English ancestry or something sug- 
gestive of Teutonic origin or a sharp sug- 
gestion of the Frenchman's face or the 
Irishman's or the Italian's or the Scotch- 
man's or some slight hint which would 
lead one back through the flood and 
tears of the ages to the sterling old fore- 
fathers who lived in foreign countries 
and died under different flags and in flif- 
ferent climes long before the Mayflower 
touched her bow against the soil of the 
new western world. Of course the Amer- 
ican may be picked out in the crowd. 


"But when one must deal with the 


American abstiactly ono can scarcely 
call up the American face. Uncle Sam, 
with his striped trousers, his sharply cut 
coat, his plug hat, his whiskers and his 
bland, good natured face, is a happy con- 
ception, yet he may never hope to por- 
tray the matchless and indescribable cos- 
mopolitanism of the American face. 
It 


Is too unique in its likenesses and unlike- 
nesses. The lines and ligaments, the 
.muscular interlacements, the curves and 
arches of the forehead are still there, 
and yet they are too delicately traced to 
be remembered when the face has passed 
the memory. 


"So I have reached the conclusion aft- 


er these reflections that the Ameilcan 
face Is not distinctive in the sense that 
the mind may call it up at any time and 
separate it from the faces which are 
associated with other superior races. 
Among the home folk there are certain 
things which will enable one to call up a 
face which Is probably distinctive in its 
Americanism, and yet it could not be ac- 
cepted as the face which would correctly 
and adequately represent the whole race 
of Americans. For instance, there .is 
what may be popularly called the Ren- 
ben face, the face which one may find in 
the rural sections of the United States, 
the face of the agriculturist and the 
farmer. There is a certain type in the 
remoter country sections which Is prob- 
ably peculiar to Uncle Sam's domain, 
and yet It would fall far short of repre- 
senting the American face, just as far 
short as the grotesque portrayals re- 
ferred to in connection wit another races 
and other nationalities. It would only rep- 
resent a small number of Americans, and, 
while the type is thorough!y^.merican 
and substantial enough In its representa- 
tion, it would give no idea of the facial 
appearance of the vast majority of 
American i'tizens. 


"Thus It would be with every other 


class, or one might take all the classes 
and make a composite picture, copying 
from, each the characteristic that was 
most marked in its Americanism, and 
yet the picture would fall much below a 
faithful portrayal of that infinite cosmo- 
politanism of the American face as It 
really is. And It would still lack that dis- 
tinctivenett which would enable one to 
call it to mind as readily as one may 
call up the face of some representative 
of another race where the features are 
more strongly differentiated."—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.

Although the imitation of Jewell hat 


been practiced for a century or more 
there are comparatively new develop- 
ments in the industry every few years, 
and tbe business hot of late attained 
enormous proportions. The majority of 
these stones are made abroad, and hence 
they are imported. But while they are 
exceedingly cheap and the duty la low 
the attempt is occasionally made to smug- 
gle them into the country, and a telzure 
results. 
Again, the imitation hi some- 


times so good that even the customs offi- 
cers are puzzled for a time. However, il 
is always possible for an expert to tell 
tbe difference if be has sufficient oppor- 
tunity to apply the proper tests. 


Imitations ef the diamond, topaz, emer- 


ald, amethyst and turquoise are usually 
made of paste or stress, which it nothini 
more than a particularly fine grade of 
glass, to which. If tbe atone to colored 
the proper hue has been imparted by the 
addition, to tome mineral substance 
There it at least one European house, 
though, which professet to add carbon to 
its diamond composition, thus securing 
greater hardness than would otherwioe 
be possible. 


ID London stffl another plan to pursued 


to Improve the paste diamond. Genuine 
diamond dust, produced by the cutting 
of jewels, is treated with acid, reduced 
to a plastic state and then roiled out in 
exceedingly thin sheets. Thie veneer 
it cut into the proper shape and cement- 
ed on the faces of the strass. Glass dia- 
mondt can be bought for a few centa 
when untet, but a veneered diamond it 
worth nearly »1. A high degree of tkill 
to repaired In its preparation. 
I There are several methods of distin- 
guishing between a true diamond and 
paste. Hydrofluoric acid will eat glass, 
but will not affect the genuine atone. A 
file makes no impression on the latter 
either. 
Finally * :ea! diamond eonfin- 


net to r''iler when Immersed In water. 


Borne artificial rubies are of paste; oth- 


en have the same composition as the 
genuine ttone, which consists of corun- 
dum. 
The latter variety of Imitation 


ruby has the proper hardness and spe- 
cific gravity, and the color is faultless. 
It can be distinguished from the true 
ruby only by a powerful magnlfylni 
glass. 
Singularly enough, the genuine 


article Is identified by its defects. There 
are natural flaws in it not found In the 
Imitation, although the imitation also 
possesses other characteristics (minute 
bubbles, for instance) which are readily 
recognized. 
On some stones, like the 


topaz and emerald, it la not wise to use 
a file. They are not hard enough to re- 
titt It The magnifying glass is the sur- 
est means of ascertaining the character 
of these Jewels. 


Owing no doubt to the fact that pearlt 


are often worn in strings instead of sin- 
gly or in pairs, like diamonds, the busi- 
ness of manufacturing Imitations of them 
to far more extensive than any kindred 
branch of the industry, except perhaps 
the making of bogus turquoises and em- 
eralds and rubles for belt buckles. And 
inasmuch at most of these imitation 
pearls are exceedingly cheap It Is possi- 
ble for anybody to buy them. Thus one 
may get a card bearing a dozen stickpins 
with imitation pearl heads for from 10 
to IS cents. If the stones were genuine, 
they would be worth from $100 to $200. 


There are several kinds of Imitation 


pearls. One is a glass bead filled with 
composition. The glass is often not over 
a aixty-fourth of an Inch thick. There 
are several different compositions used. 
One looks very much like paraffin. 
A 


bead filled with that material would 
crush easily. 
In other globular pearls, 


pierced for stringing, a harder tubstance 
Is employed. There is an Imported imita- 
tion pearl whose ahell Is said to be made 
of fithskln and whose filling Is a com- 
pound in which there Is ground mother of 
pearl, tbe lustrous lining of the oyster 
•bell, wherein the real pearl to produced. 
Thlt tort of Jewel costs a dollar or two, 
and a string of 60 would tell for $150. 
Real pearls of the same size and beauty 
would bring fully a hundred times that 
price. 
i Although the manufacture of Imitation 
pearlt was long confined to Europe, it to 
now conducted in this country also. A 
New *ork house, the first to engage In 
the business, Introduced a novelty to the 
trade a few years ago. 
It made solid 


pearls In addition to the filled ones. The 
composition employed is as hard as rock. 
It to almost Impossible to break these 
jewels, and their luster, color and ingen- 
ions Irregularity of form will deceive any 
one who does not use a magnifying glast 
on them. The bead of this house tells 
many amusing stories about the mistakes 
made by expert Jewelera and pawnbro- 
ker! when these atones first made their 
appearance. Of course it to not easy to 
tool an experienced person; still the ex- 
pert mutt ate a powerful lent in order to 
ascertain the real character of a pearl. 
He will pot trust the naked eye. Occa- 
sionally a jeweler will tay: "No, I cannot 
detect an Imitation pearl eight or ten 
feet away, but U 1 bold It In my hand I 
can we the difference between that and 
tbe real thing. There't a tort of halo 
around tbe genuine article which to un- 
mistakable." 
But other men In tbe 


trade frankly admit that only by meant 
of a microscope can they discriminate. 


A fashion bat sprung up of late yean 


which'enhances the deception produced 
by imitation Jewels, If a paste diamond 
to let in a brass ring or an Imitation pearl 
to mounted on a German silver pin, a 
•harp eyed observer might inspect the 
character of the Jewel, but when the let- 
ting to of 14 carat or 18 carat gold and 
tbe manufacturer hat lavished more or 
lew artistic skill on the design of a ring 
or stud or clasp a different impression to 
created.

enormous extent to which Imitation jew* 
elt art told and worn, he naturally won- 
ders whether tbe trade In genuine stones 
hat been affected. But a little Inquiry in 
the proper quarter will satisfy him that 
It has not The former are purchased by 
a clan of people who cannot afford the 
latter.—New York Tribune.
